the State. When I say crimes against the / 
State I not only refer to crimes like those

entire community. 

‘It is right to remember the interests 
}of the individual; but it is right also to 
remember the interests of that great mass 
of individuals embodied in the public, in 
the Government.

‘But Mr. McClintock Calls Them Simple 
Mathematics—No Alternative, He 
Says, at Inquiry. 


From Chief Actuary Emery McClintock 
of the Mutual 
Counsel Charles E. Hughes of the In- 
surance Investigating Committee elicited 
at yesterday’s session the fact that in 
the Mutual dividends on policies are esti- 
mated not according to the actual results 
of the company’s operations, but by cer- 
tain artificial factors applied at the dis- 
cretion of the Actuary to such of the 
company’s statistics as may be taken into 
consideration at any given time. This 
practice, Mr.

In the Mutual's case this artificial reck- 


oning of dividends applies not only to 


the annual dividend policies, but to the} 


deferred dividend policies, for the reason 


that the distribution of a deferred policy | 


is dependent, on the annual distributions 
on the other class during the term that 
the deferred policy has been in effect. 


The reason that Mr. McClintock gave for | 
the practice lay first in what he consid- | 


ered the physical impossibility of reckon- 


ing the dividend on the basis of actual |

of the year preceding, and before these 
results are known. 
Mr. McClintock attributed it to a desire 
to keep the policy holders happy by pre- 
venting such fluctuation in their divi- 
Gends as would result from a distribution 
based on actual earnings of the company. 

This was not the only thing that was 
interesting in Mr. McClintock’s testimony. 


.It appeared that in a series of books is- | 
sued for the instruction of agents and for | 


their use in persuading policy holders to 


insure, illustrations of the return on pol- | 


igps, based on “ practical results,” were 
as @ matter of fact not drawn from such 
results at all, but made up apparently 
by the person who prepared the books. 
Mr. McClintock also testified that fifteen 
years ago an effort was made by Presi- 
dent McCurdy to get the three large com- 
panies to join in a plan whereby the ag- 
gregate business written by any insurance 
company in this State should be limited 
to $1,000,000,000. A bill to this effect was 
introduced into the Legislature with the 
consent of Messrs, McCurdy, McCall, and 
Henry B. Hyde, but, Mr. McClintock said, 


Mr. Hyde withdrew his support and the | 


measure was abandoned. Again in 1901 
Messrs. McCurdy, James W. Alexander, 
and McCall agreed on a bill fixing $1,500,- 
000,000 as the limit of the insurance which 
should be written by any company. But 
in this instance George W. Perkins of the 
New York Life and of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
objected. Mr. Perkins, in fact, objected 
so effectively to any limitation to the 
amount of business written that the sup- 
port of the three companies was with- 
drawn from the bill, and, as has been 
usual in such cases, it failed to pass.

Mr. McClintock’s Testimony. 

Examined in the afternoon by Mr. 
Hughes, Mr. McClintock’s attention was 
drawn to the item of total net gain real- 
ized by the Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany in 1904, which appeared to be $6,- 
624,674, apart from the gain resulting from 
‘the increase in market value of securities. 

e gain was derived from $2,938,000 as 
=. from mortality over the amount set 
aside for the payment of losses, and §$2,- 
488,000 in gains from lapsed policies, in 
addition to a surplus of interest over that 
required for reserves. The other item 
normally contributing to net gain is the 
difference between the loading of the pre- 
muiums and the expenses, but in the case 
of the Mutual Life for 1904 it appeared 

t the expenses were $1,305,730 in ex- 
*etss of the loading, so that this operated 
to cut down the contributions of the other 
three items. The gain resulting from ap- 
preciation of securities amounted to $9,- 
165,958, making a grand total of some 
$15,794,000. 

Mr. McClintock said that it was not 
the practice of the company to distribute 
the gains in market value of securities, 
aside from what might be _ realized 
through sales. He remarked that there 
had been a shrinkage in the Mutual’s 
securities of upward of $8,000,000 in the 
market slump of 1003, the increase of 
$9,000,000 in 1904 representing the recov- 
ery from this condition. He told Mr. 
Hughes that out of the $6,624,000 gain, 
aside from that in securities, between 
$800,000 and $900,000 had been set aside 
for distribution as dividends. 

“Do you set aside the amount for dis- 
tribution upon your deferred dividend 
policies 2n the basis of your distribution 
on annual policies?” Mr. Hughes in- 
quired. 

Certain Factors. 

Mr. McClintock did not answer directly, 
, but said that the distrivution on the 
‘annual dividend policies was reached by 
figuring out certain factors in relation 
to the policies in force on the year be- 
fore. He did not specify what these fac- 
tors were, and so Mr. Hughes inquired 
whether they included an exact reckoning 
lof interest earned and the apportionment 
of such interest to the number of policies 
in force. Mr. McClintock said that such 
a reckoning was not made every year, 
but that the rate of interest in any 
given year.was taken with some modifi- 
cation and applied to the policies in force 
as determining the dividend rate in the 
next year. This, he said had been done 
for a succession of years. Mr. Hughes 
asked what the exact process was, Mr.

The book for 1904, 
however, showed earnings on

The little book for 1905 showed earnings 
happening to be exactly $27.65 less than 
those given in the book for 1904. Mr. 
| Hughes asked how it happened that this 
difference, based always on “actual re- 
| Sults,"’ was uniformly $27.65 for each year, 
and he called the attention of the witness 
to the fact that the earnings on policies 
taken out at other ages varied as between 
the books for 1899 and 19038 and from 
year to year following, by exactly the 
same amount.

Anthony Comstock, Secretary of the So- | 


ciety for the Suppression of Vice, will not 
accept Arnold Daly’s invitation to attend 
a rehearsal of the George Bernard Shaw 
play, “Mrs. Warren's Profession,’’ which 
is to be put on at the Garrick next week. 

“Why should I?”’ asked Mr. Comstock 
yesterday afternoon. ‘It is not my pur- 
pose to advertise Mr. Daly or the works 
of Mr. Shaw. In writing him regarding the 
play, I desired to impress upon him the 
fact that there are laws dealing with 
those who present plays which are in con- 
travention of the morals of the com- 
munity and offensive to public decency. 


If, in defiance of the warning, he persists | 


in producing the play and the play proves 
to be what I am informed it is, then he 
will have no excuse to offer, and his pun- 
ishment will be much more severe.” 

“Have you read the play?”’ Mr. Com- 
stock was asked. 

“I have not. I have received a number 
of letters bearing upon the proposed pro- 
duction, however, from people who have 


read the book, and they tell me that it is | 


quite impossible. Mr. Shaw convicts him- 
self out of his own mouth. His descrip- 
tion of the character of the play, if I had 
no other guide, would convince me that it 
was unfit for presentation.”’ 

“ Would you mind saying if men of let- 
ters wrote you regarding the play?”’ 

“Whether they were men of letters or 
not is not essential. They are men of 
morality and decency, which is to the 
point.”

the play, will you be among the first-

Up to the Police. 


“The society did its full duty when a 
wrote the letter of warning to Mr. Daly. 
If the play is put on it is up to the police, 
and I have not the slightest doubt that

am perfectly aware that the trend of the 
stage is toward the indecent. 
if a manager would advertise that on a 
certain day there would be a beautiful 
girl on exhibition in his theatre in the 
nude, the theatre would be packed. It is 
“perfectly proper to exhibit the nude in a 
clinic, but it is not permissible in public. 
The exhibition in the clinic serves a use- 
ful end. Mr. Daly cannot justify himself 
by saying that the play is a strong ser- 
mon. The question of motive does not en- 
ter into the proposition. When a man 
puts on an indecent, corrupting play, the 
law says that he is supposed to have in- 
tended to corrupt the public morals. Some 
years ago a show entitled ‘Orange Blos- 
goms’ was given. The man who put it on 
Was convicted, sentenced, and his sentence 
Was confirmed on appeal.”’ 

“Would you put ‘Mrs. Warren's Pro- 
fession’ in the same class with ‘ Orange 
Blossoms ’?”’ 

“From what I have been told of ‘ Mrs. 
Warren's Profession’ it is by far the 
more reprehensible.”’ 

In the ‘‘Orange Blossoms case re- 
ferred to by Mr. Comstock the decision 
of the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, in affirming the decision of the 
wer court, read: 


It is well settled that whatever outrages pub- 
lic decency and is injurious to public morals is 
indictable. .* * * The question in all these 
cases must be: ‘*‘ What is the impression pro- 
duced upon the mind by perusing or observing 
the writing or picture referred to in the indict- 
ment?’’ It remains but to consider briefly two 
positions taken on behalf of the defendant. The 
first is that public decency was not offended 
because the actress who played the part of the 
bride exposed but little of her person; second, 
that the suggestiveness of the exhibition was 
connected with lawful marriage, not illicit re- 

, lations. 

As to the first proposition, we need only say 
that the test to which reference is made em- 
braces every picture which tends to deprave and 

| corrupt the morals of those whose minds are 
opep to such influences, and that in applying 
} this test regard is always had to the idea con-

Such a performance as that under considera- 
tion is really more dangerous to public morals 
than any mere vulgar exhibition of nudity.

and grant him his appointment.”

If the people of the Borough of Rich- | 
mond wish to preserve the historic words 
with which Mayor George B. McClellan, 
addressing Capt. M. N. Bunt of the ferry- 
boat Manhattan, started municipal opera- 
tion of their ferryboats, here they are. | 
_The start was made at 11:38 o'clock yes- | 
terday morning, when the ferryboat Man- 
hattan slipped from the dock at the foot 
of Whitehall Street with more than 2,000} 
invited guests aboard. The Manhattan 
made the trip to St. George in fifteen min- 
utes. The regular schedule will be twen- | 
ty minutes. 

The boats ran with fair regularity in the 
afternoon, but last night there was much 
delay. The weather was nasty and a} 
strong tide was running into the Kills and | 
around Castle Williams. Also the boats 
were new and worked stiff. They were | 
large and unwieldy and all the Captains | 
on duty last night were new and not used 
to the swing of the currents. 

Boats would try to reach the St. George 
slip, and, being caught in the tideway, 
would be swept far wide of the mark. 
Between 7 and 8 o'clock there were three 
boats between Robbin'’s Reef and the St. 
George slip. One, delayed in arriving, 
was starting back to Manhattan, another 
was trying to make the dock, and the 
third was waiting for the second to get 
in and out in order that she might dock. 
Most of the boats were from twenty min- 
utes to half an hour late in reaching 
Staten Island. 

Assistant Ferry Supt. Lawrence Hanlon 
eaid that everything was running as well 
as could be expected in view of the new- 
ness of the boats and the fact that all the 
Captains were green in handling them. 

The start of the Manhattan was to have 
been made at 11 o'clock, but an unforeseen 
crowd at the pier not only delayed the 
boat, but necessitated the presence of fifty 
policemen under Inspector Hogan and}

tion. It had been planned that the Man- 
hattan should reach the pier at 10 o'clock.

Heavy sales were made on the New 
Orleans and New York Exchanges, and 
the markets were forced down on what

tion that the Government estimate would 
show a big crop. When the actual fig- 
ures came out it was shown that those 
who had made the sales had not had a 
tip and prices went up. 

In making the estimate of 4,940,728 bales 
ginned in the United States, round bales 
are counted as half bales. No estimate 
is made of the total crop. 

Up to this date in 1904 the product of 
the gins had reached 6,417,804 bales. In 
1908 the ginning output up to Oct. 25 was 
8,706,248 bales. 

The report covered 26,364 ginneries, and 
the statements upon which it was pre- 
pared were supplied by telegraph by 702 
special agents in the field. It was the 
struggle with these that caused the delay.
